The Fish Commissioner, W. M. 
Carey of Carson, makes an interest- 
ing report of his two year’s work. 
He bas had donations of a hundred 
thousan i trout eggs from the United 
States fishery, a quarter of which 
were spoiled, and twenty-five 
thousand from Captain J. B. Over- 
ton of Virginia City. They were 
hatched and distributed throughout 
the State, but many of them were 
lost by reason of the Commissiover 
not having funds to send any one to 
take proper care of them, He also 
had about three hundred carp to 
distribute, but he does not consider 
them a very desirable fish, and pre- 
fers Lake Michigan white fish. He 
recommends the erection of a hatch- 
ery in one corner of the Orphans’ 
Home lot at a cost of five hundred 
dollars which would do away with 
the general breaking up every time 
a new Commissioner is appointed. 
He denies the statement in the re- 
port of the California Commissioner 
that a dam has been placed in the 
Truckee to prevent the trout run- 
ning up. The dam at Hamlin & 
Doe n’s mill ia the only one near the 
State line, and it does not stop the 
fish. He expresses a desire to co- 
operate with the California com- 
mission in anything for the benefit 
of the river, and suggests that they 
begiu by stopping the saw- lust de- 
posits: The work of the Fish Com- 
missioner is very important and he 
should be given means to carry it 
on properly. Nevada needs food 
fish, both forcanning and sport, and 
she bas streams in every county 
that should be stocked.

A Fost, Tiffen, Ohio special says: 
The investigation of the Great Balti- 
more & Ohio wreck of January 4th, 
has drawn to an end finally and to-day 
the verdict will be rendered by Coro- 
ner Sepper.

MORAN, February 20 
Editor Gazette: —-George Biethen | 
wus fatally shot and John Kooney | 
seriously wounded by Al. Dubois! 
in Chat Robert’s bar-room at about | 
4:30 P. M. Saturday, February 19¢h. | 
Bletben and Kooney are men ein- 
ployed at Swith’s saw mill; both | 
single men. Dubois is said to be a' 
married man, although vot living | 
with his wife,aud without an, reg- 
ularemployme. t. He has a sister 
the wife ot R. Brundage living io 
Sierra Valley. Blethen whew sober 
is said to have been a good man, 
but op this occasion he was drunk 
and very abusive, and sought the 
quarrel. Four shots were fired by 
Dubois, the first wounding Kooney, 
who had entered the room about 
five minutes before and was not a 
purty to the quarrel; one of the re- 
maining three shots struck Bletben 
just below the left eye; the other 
two are supposed to have entered 
bis body, but as his body still lies 
in the bar-room where he fell, it is 
uot Known just where the balls en- 
tered. He died on the instant. 
The ball that wounded Kooney en- 
tered just below the left shoulder 
blade andis perceptible to the touch 
in fropt of the collar bone. Whether 
it passed through the body or 
glanced and passed around, it is not 
kuown, but us the wounded man 
seems to have rested easy through 
the night the supposition is that the 
wound is not fatal.
